Dr. W. C. Dwyer, in a report, which was 
adopted by the City Commissioners, on Build- 
ing Tenders for Houses at Croydon Park and 
Keogh Barracks, says:— 

“I deal first with the tenders invited bv 
public advertisement for the erection of 230 
additional hcuses on Croydon Park Exten- 
sion of the Marino Housing Area, Six 
tenders were received. Contractors were in- 
vited to tender for alternatie methods of wall- 
ing, viz.: (a) houses of varying cavity wall 
construction and finish, roofed with slates or 
tiles; and (b) concrete wall construction 
throughout, with asbestos slate roofing and 
special internal and external plastering treat- 
ment of walls. Having regard to the fact 
that the lowest tender fgg the former was 
£10,000 higher than the lowest price for con- 
erete wall construction, I decided that the 
latter form of construction should be repeated 
in the present case, same having been already 
approved for the 216 houses now in course of 
erection by Messrs. Crampton on this Area. 

The tender of Messrs. Kossel, Bremen, 
amounting to £119,140, for a special concrete 
wall construction, being close on £4,000 
below the amount of the lowest tender sub- 
mitted by a local firm for (b) form cf construc- 
tion, as above, I decided to recommend its 
acceptance, and accordingly transmitted all 
docunients to the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health. He has approved 
the acce>tance of Messrs. Kossel’s tender 
subject to a deduction of £640 1s. 4d. for 
boundary walls, which are to be dispensed 
with as unnecessary, and of £2 per house in 
respect of the substitution of four front en- 
trance houses for the end houses with side 
entrances, leaving the net amount of the 
tender at £118,491 18s. 8d. 

The only departure from the materials, 
etc., deseribed in the priced Bills of Quanti- 
ties, which is now to be embodied in the 
Specification, is the substitution of the 

Kossel”’ concrete walling for that origin- 
ally specified ; all other materials, such as in- 
ternal and external plastering, roof covering, 
plumbing, timber, etc., are to remain as set 
out in the priced bills. 

I, therefore, formally recommend the ac- 
ceptance of Messrs. Kossel’s tender at

PALACE OF WESTMINSTER 
CRUMBLING, 


The fabrie of the Palace of Westminster 
has been found in so serious a state of decay 
that the question of repair and preservation 
will have to engage the attention of the 
House of Commons in the autumn sittings. 
In its foundations and structurally the 
building is in no danger. What is wrong 1s 
the crumbling away of the outer stonework 
and the appearance of fissures at variens 
points externally. ‘This is que to the action 
of atmospheric pollution on the soft magnesian 
hmestone, known as the Anston, of which the 
Palace is built. At present it cannot de- 
finitely be estimated what the repairing and 
preservation will cost, but it will probably 
not be less than £1,000,000. 

The first real intimation to members of the

Well-kept Seeret of Air Raid. 


To-day brought back memories of the 
war to many Londoners; for it was on the 
night of September 8th, 1915, that the first 
air’ raid. over the heart of London took 

lace. Bombs were dropped all round the 
Bank of England, omnibuses were struck 
outside Liverpool street Station, several 
warehouses were burned down in the Wood 
street. area of the City, which is mainly 
devoted to the drapery trade, and Red 
Lion street, off Holborn, was wreckéd for 
the greater portion of its length. The pre- 
cautions taken by the authorities to pre- 
serve secrecy regarding the damage done 
were so effective that very few people knew 
anything about results of the raids unles® 
immediately affected. To-day the veil is 
lifted, and there is a display at the War 
Exhibition Museum of the official photo- 
graphs taken after the raids. These 
photographs are highly imteresting; for 
they reveal to the London citizen facts of 
which he was entirely ignorant.

One photograph gives a view of the 
Little Theatre, which was being used as a 
soldicrs’ club, and was gutted by a bomb; 
another shows the destruction wrought at 
the Royal Academy, where considerable 
damage was done to the enipty galleries. 
One of the most painful is a view of the 
cellar belonging to. Mesrs. Odham’s print- 
ing works in Long Acre, where many poor 
people were sheltering on the night of 
January 28th, 1918. A bomb fell down 
the lift shaft, and one hundred and thirty 
persons were killed and injured. . Cleo- 
patra’s Needle, on the Thames Embank- 
ment, had a very narrow escape from 
destruction ; for a bomb did great damage 
to its base, wrecked a passing tramegar, 
and killed or injured nine persons. In 
the daylight raid of July 7th, 1917, the 
Germans were successful in wrecking a 
building on the roof of the General Post 
Office by a bomb, and this must have 
been one of the best shots made. As a 
rule, the objective was missed.

Seaplane Services. 


The opening of a series of seaplane 
routes from English to Irish ports is the 
subject of an interesting article in the 
current number of Airways, by Mr. Alan 
J, Cobham,. «. universally _ acknowledged 
expert in the art and science of flying. 
Mr. Cobham holds that the seaplane 
appears to be the easiest and quickest mode 
of transit between Ireland and England. 
He would establish a route from Fleet- 
wood to Belfast, avoiding the Mersey fogs 
and passing South of the Isle of Man. 
Such a service, he points out, would 
guarantee régularity; for in a seaplane 
it is possible to fly at a low altitude over 
the water. Fog and bad visibility would 
carry no terrors for pilot or passengers, 
since, if these nuisances should descend to 
the surface of the sea, the seaplane could 
“land” on the water and continue its 
course uninterrupted. At present the 
steamship ‘crossing from Fleetwood to 
Belfast cannot be completed in less 
than seven and»a half hours; but by 
see plane the distance gould be covered in 
ninety minutes.

TO THE EDITOK OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Inquiries which continue to reach this 
oftice show a growing. interest in next week's 
election, but also indicate that many voters 
are still somewhat doubtful as to their rights 
and duties. May I, therefore, upon behalf of 
the Society, offer a few words of advice to 
electors of all parties and groups’ First, as 
to the number of preferences which should be 
marked by each voter, the elector’s duty is 
simple and clear. He should express what- 
ever number of preferences he really enter- 
tains—no more and no less.If he can estimate 
the relative merits of only two or three candi- 
dates, he should place the figure 1, 2, and 3 
before their names in the order of his pre- 
ference and stop at that.point. If, however, 
he can so compare 20 or 30 candidates, his 
papers should be similarly marked from 1 to 
20 or 50. 

Secondly, electors who wish to use their 
fullest influence in favour of any candidate or 
group of candidates (say, the Labour Party or 
the Farmers’ Party) should not limit their 
numbering to such candidates, but go on to 
express their later ‘‘preferences’’ for other 
candidates. Such limitation of preferences 
cannot conceivably benefit any candidate or 
group. It merely limits the influence of the 
individual elector.

BELFAST ARSENAL. 
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ACCUSED MAN FOUND GUILTY. 


John F. J. Walsh pleaded not guilty, in the 
Belfast Recorder’s Court yesterday, to having 
in his possession a quantity of explosive sub- 
stances—a Thompson machine gun, Mills 
bombs, detonators, and a bag of cheddar—on 
the 18th September, 1924. 

A taxi-driver stated that he drove from the 
corner of Anderson street and Short Strand to 
Currie’ street (Cullingtree road) with four 
bundles. The accused directed him, and two 
other men sat inside. 

The accused, entering the witness box, said 
that he had been asked to do the job, but he 
did not know the nature of it then. 

The jury found a verdict of guilty, and the 
prisoner was put back. 
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ANOTHER BORDER PROBLEM. 


The Clogher magisttates were puzzled on 
Tuesday, when a case of trespass was heard 
from the border. 

When the case was called, Mr. R. Rea, for 
the defendant, argued that the Court had no 
jurisdiction, as the offence was committed in 
the Free State; and Mr. Mayne, solicitor for 
the plaintiff, was equally positive that it could 
be heard, as the cattle which committed the 
trespass resided in Northern Ireland and 
crossed over into the Free State and com- 
mitted the offence there. The case should be 
heard where the trespass took place, said the 
Chairman (Mr. Stockdale, J.P.); but Mr.

FLANNELETTE DANGER. 
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DUBLIN WOMAN BURNED TO 
DEATH. 


A verdict that death was due to shock, fol- 
lowing burns, was the verdict of the jury at 
an inquest held by Dr. Louis A. Byrne, 
Dublin City Coroner, at the Meath Hospital 
yesterday, on the body of Miss Emily Coyle, 
of Castlewood Lodge, Castlewood avenue, 
Rathmines. 

Miss Lily Coyle, sister, said that at about 
4 o'clock on Tuesday morning she was 
aroused by screams coming from the back- 
yard. Looking out of the window she saw 
a flame in the yard, and running down she 
found her sister on fire. The witness threw 
a bucket of water over her to extinguish the 
flames. 

Another sister said that she found a candle 
outside the kitchen door, where apparently 
it had been dropped when the deceased 
woman’s nightdress caught fire. 

e Coroner said that the case was a very 
sad one. Few people realised the danger 
of wearing flannelette, which was most in- 
ae and liable to ignite with the least 
spark.

“SADDLING MORTGAGES 
THE RATEPAYERS.” 


At a special meeting of the Derry Corpora. 
tion on Monday, called to affix the Corpora. 
tion seal to a mortgage to the Northern 
Ministry of Finance in respect of a loan of 
£2,000 under the Small Dwellings Acquisition 
Acts, Alderman Sir John McFarland protested 
that there should be a limit to the mortgages 
saddled on the ratepayers. They had bor. 
rowed £35,000 for a free wiring scheme, and 
now they were borrowing £2, for houses. 
He had always contended that these houses 
would get them into trouble, as they could not 
be let at a remunerative rent. 

When two applications for loans amounting 
to £1,500 under the Small Dwellings Acts 
were submitted, 

Sir John objected to the sanctioning of any 
loans or mortgages until full details were sub- 
mitted to the Finance Committee. “‘ We are 
getting inextricably into debt,” he added. 

It was pointed out that one application was 
for a loan for the building and the other for 
a loan for the purchase of an existing house. 

Councillor Gilliland contended that. if the 
existing house was three or four years old, it 
was not the business of the Corporation to 
finance people who wanted to buy such houses. 
He submitted it was against the policy of the 
Government. t 

The Mayor pointed out that the Corporation 
had decided to grant Joans in such cases. and 
that until that resolution was rescinded they 
must carry it out. 

After further discussion, the Corporate seal 
was affixed to the mortgage, and the applica- 
tions for the loans were granted.

COMPLAINT BY HOSPITAL 


SURGEON. 

In a letter to the King’s County Board of 
Health, Dr. T. Meagher, Surgeon, | ty 
Hospital, Tullamore, drew attention to the 
fact that a patient operated on for hernia 
developed diphtheria about three weeks after 
the operation, The bed in which the patient 
‘lay during convalesence was not more than 
thirty feet from the fever ward, in which 
were several cases of diphtheria. 

One could not prove that the patient con- 
tracted diphtheria directly or indirectly from 
the fever ward, but, obviously, the proximity 
of the latter and the extreme difficulty of 
preventing contact. between two staffs in the 
two buildings so closely situated made the 
present position of affairs most undesirable. 
He thought that it was culpable neglect to 
allow this state of affairs to continue. 

He called attention also to the general con 
ditign of the hospital, pointing out that at 
the time of the amalgamation it was the 
declared intention to make it a thoroughly 
up-to-date hospital. That had not been done. 
He urged that special attention should he 
given to the matter immediately.
